NOLES OF THE WEEK. 


-* The news which startled England and Germany yesterday of the 
sinking of an American liner was not without its special interest for Jewish 
families, irrespective of the sympathy which every good heart feels for so 
many human beings burried unexpectedly to death. The great steamships 
which ply from the Elbe or the Weser to New York never start without 
their complement of Jewish passengers. Announcements in Hebrew, offering 
board and lodging, change of money and information as to travel, are moré 
conspicuous in Bremen, from which port the unfortunate Elbe started, than 
even in Altona ; and though the tide of emigration from Russia to America 
has slackened, there must still be, as there were even before the persecutions, 
a continuous stream of Jewish travellers, some of the middle-class, others of 
the lowest, whom the New World invites to its shores as permanent or 
temporary residents. Nothing that is human can be alien to the modern 
Jew: he may be sure that some of his brethren are involved in every great 
calamity, as they will have more or less contributed to every department of 
progress, 


Jewish emigrants, their arrival in Iondon, and their subsequent toiling 
life, ending sometimes in great poverty, but sometimes rising to fair heights 
of modest comfort, are subjects pleasantly touched on by Mrs. Sidney Webb, 
who is interviewed in most interesting fashion in the [Iebruary issue of the 
Youny Woman. Mrs. Webb, is the wife of a well-known Socialist, and as 
Miss Beatrice Potter she spent much of her time in seeking to discover 
the true position of the East. End poor. Our brethren naturally 
enough came in for a good deal of attention at the hands of this energetic 
and earnest lady, who learnt the history of the masses by living among them. 
Though these experiences are not new, they are sufficiently interesting to 


merit the brief repetition awarded them, in the article to which we are 
‘referring. Graphically and pathetically Mrs. Webb describes the arrival of 


the emigrant ship from Hamburg, the mien too cowed to heed a curse or a 


| kindness, the women superior in stature and more hopeful looking, the 


friends that came from Whitechapel and Houndsditch to fetch the poor 
aliens, the gaudily dressed Jewess whose feather and mantle tell plainly that 
she and her husband have thriven, the representative from the Hebrew 
Ladies’ Protective Society anxious to see that no lonely foreign girl shall be 


_|-left-to her own devices, or allowed to fall into bad hands, or the friendly 


coreligionist who has come to the docks to suggest the Jews’ Shelter in 
Leman Street as a temporary asylum. Mrs. Webb has told her tale with an 
impartial air, and set forth naught in malice, Curiously enough in 
appearance she is distinctly Semitic, and at the time she was boarding the 
emigrant ships under ‘the wing of an agent, she passed for a young Jewess 
in search of her friends. . 


Manchester was very enthusiastic in its reception of the Chief Rabbi 
and Sir Samuel Montagu. The Chief Rabbi, who was almost overtaxed, 
never failed to say the right thing at the right time. The consecration of 
the Talmud Torah School and of the New Central Synagogue shows where — 
the strength of the community really lies. It must be the duty of everyone 
who possesses influence to Anglicise the Russian Pole without weakening his 
attachment to Jewish tradition. This is not an impossible task. Both the 
visitors spoke most earnestly against the use of Jiidisch-Deutsch, and were 


loudly applauled. But why was the Central Synagogue located in Cheetham 


Hill Road, where there are already four synagogues quite near each other?

It is clear from the statements in this cos 
that the support accorded to the Westminster Jews School 
kor some years past the school has been lacking that support Wwalen 1t 
eminently deserves. It is the only denominational school we possess in the 
centre of London. Both the reports of the Government Iuspector and of 
the Hebrew and Religions Examinations testify to a high degree of efficiency, 
It is painfully apparent that the community are not fully alive to the claims 
which the education of the industrial classes have upon them. — More than 
once recently it has been said that we are apt to pride ourselves upon our 
reputation of the past. That the Jews take care of their poor and maintain 
denominational schools is a phrase which is gradually losing the attribute 
of accuracy. That day will surely be one-of reproach in which it will have 
to be confessed that we do not maintain our denominational schools. It 
would be a canse of disintegration for Jndaism if it could no longer be urged 
that the cdueation of our pooris a principle of the sewish religion. fo con- 
template the closing of one of the very few Jewish schools which still exist 18 
to face areal evil. There is the greatest importance in the fact of having a 
school in the centre of London away from the congested quarters of Jewish 
population. If there were no other Jewish school in London besides the 
great institntion in Bell Lane, a reasonable hope of diverting the stream of 
Jewish population conld scarcely be entertained. When the children of the 
Jewi-h working classes are forced to attend Board Schools for the want of 
the alternative of a Jewish school, the future of Judaism will be seriously. 
Those who contend that the Board Schools are fitting substitutes 
for our denominational schools have a weak case indeed, becanse experience 
proves the extreme difficulty of providing for supplementary religious Instruc- 
tion, When this is even provided, it 1s obviously a make-shift, and nothing 
more, 


Religions education, and more particularly Jewish religious education, 1s 
something which cannot wisely be tacked on as an “extra.” Moreover, in 
the case of the pupils of the Hanway Place School, the difficulty of grouping 
them in a Board School would be tar greater than it is in the case of the 
Jews in the Hast of London. If the Westminster Jews’ Free School were 
abolished, these children would be distributed in a number of different Board 
Schools, and their religions training would become a matter of chance. The 
teaching of Hebrew in a systematic method is only practicable when it forms 
part of the ordinary school curriculum. The Government Inspector has 
reported, in connection with the Westminster Jewish School, the “ advantage 
in education of a second language,” and he is ‘ sure that the boys of that school 
are the better for their training in Hebrew.” Can we be over sanguine if we 
express the belef that the sapport of this school is languishing only because 
the community are not acquainted with its urgent pecuniary needs and its 
pressing claims? It would be difficult to believe that the community would 
willingly sacrifice an institution in every respect so efficient and which has 
so excellent a record. The appeal points out the increasing difficulties in 
regard to the acquisition of properly qualified and trained teachers owing to 
the constant demand for such on the Board Schools, It is indispensable that 
the teachers for our denominational schools shall be equal to those in Board 


Schools. This cannot be secured if the funds of the institution are not such’ 


as to guarantee the proper remuneration. After all the £900 a year 
required for the maintenance of this school cannot be regarded as an excessive 


amount. Neither can it be urged that the community is ine 


nt. apable of 
contributing the sum.

PALESTINE.—Mr, Robart D-ummond Hay, late British Consul-General at 
Tunis aad sor of Right Hon. Sir John H. Drummond Hay, has been appointed 
to the much coveted Consul-Generalship at Beyrout. This appointment cot: 
fers juris liction over the whole of Palestine. Mr. Hay has ever shown himself 
a warm friend of our coreligionists, and we feel sure that if occasion should 
arise for his good offices whilst he is inthe Holy Land they might be confidently 
relied on, Before quitting Tunis Mr, Hay received most gratifying marks of 
esteem and goodwill from the Bey, the French Resident, and all classes of the 
inhabitants, including the representatives of the Jewish Community.

for over half-a-century, and is still a great need in the West Central district. 
And why close it? Because a few Jews, as mean in pocket as they are weak in 
faith, refuse “ to recognise the fact that religious instruction should be imparted 
to Jewish children,” 

Then Mr. Davidson complains that many donations “ are contributed from 
motives of private friondship, in response to the appeal of a siogle individual, 
and without regard to the real necessities of the institution.” A lament more 
childish and puerile it is impossible to conceive. I have from time to time 
collected money for various institutions, and I never concern myself as to the 
mitives of the donors, so long as I get the cash. But Mr, Davidson is not satis- 
fied with this. He wants every donor to give a true and explicit reason for 
sending a donation to the Westminster Jews’ Free School. What nonsense ! 
Again, Mr. Davidson bewails the fact that the School has to live from hand to 
mouth, Is not this the case with almost every charitable institution ia the 
United Kingdom? And does Mr. Davidson wish to create for the Westminster 
Jews’ Free School a financial position which scarcely any other charity enjoys ? 

Let me point out that the institution in Hanway Place has always pud its 
way, has always obtained from the public the amount it has asked for. The year 
before last, £1,400 was required, aad neatly £1,500 was subscribed at tha festival 
dinner (at which I was present) thanks to the abla p'eadiag of, ths then, Sir 
Charles Russell (by the way a Roman Catholic) and the activity of the 
Committee. The preceding dinner, presided over by Sir Eiward Clarke (a 


Protestant) brought to the coffers of the School, so far as I can recollect, 


something like £1,200, and the balance-sheet pressnted las! Sanday shows that 
the School is not only not in debt, but has £10) on deposit at its bankers. By 


all means Jive from hand to mouth so long as you get suffisieut to supply your 


wants, Notbiog can be more healthy than a hand to mouth existerice esp2cially 
with a public institution. Ifthe future exigencies of the School require extra 
money I have no doubt it will be forthcoming,if the Executive only exercise 
a healthy activity and not show themselves as suffering from mental and moral 
rickets. Where are ourclergy ? Are they also infected with apathy towards 
our Jewish schools ? : 
tis only a few weeks ago that the Archbishops of York and Canterbury 

held a conference with a view to taking steps for sustaining and supporting the 
Charch schools. Will our respected Chief Rabbi calmly look oa without 
Taising his voice on behalf of the Westminster Jews’ Free School? Toe Caief 
Rabbi has enormous influence with the community, let him exertit. This is a 
a dangerous. time for Jews to even think of closing their denomiaational 
schools, much less to put their thoughts upon piper, and hold out a premium 
to the public to withhold their supporting. 
| In a speech lately delivered by Mr. Balfour that gentleman urged in no 
unmistakable terms the necessity for keeping upand supporting the voluntary 
schools. Let us Jews add our voice to the cry that is being raised for Stateaid, 
and sooner or later the voluntary schools will have extra monetary aid from 
Government, 

So long as Mr. Davidson thinks proper to hold the Presidentship of the 
School it behoves him to be loyal to the cause he has for so many years so well 
represented, and I hope he will show: a little more enthusiasm for the West- 
minster Jews’ Free School than this circular goes to express. |

JEWISH SCHOOLS: BOOT FUND. 

Sir,—May LI ask you to kindly insert this letter. Like many other charities, 
we find the demand upon us much greater than our funds can supply, for 
although we have this winter already given away vouchers for over two 
thousand pairs of boots, several of the schools are asking for more. 

It has been suggested that we, ina measure, arrest the fuods of the Board 
of Guardians, but this I will prove 1s not so; as nearly all our money is collected 
by our Ladies’ Committee from personal connections and frieuds, many of the 
latter being Christians. This money would probably never reach the Board of 
Guardians, therefore we consider and hop2 we are greatiy benefiting them, as 
all our cases would otherwise apply to the Board; indeed, we sincerely trust io 
the near future to be able to take over all their applicants for children’s boots, 
and so become partly a branch of their great institution. 

I will endeavour to explain our present working system, A number of 
vouchers for boots are allotted to all Jewish and Board Schools for Jewish 
children. The name of every applicant is given to our investigators, who per-. 
gonally visit the cases and distribute vouchers. Two of our Ladiss’ Committee 
attend at the boot manufacturer’s every Monday afternoon, to receive the 
voucbers duly signed, and to see the children properly fitted with boots Insome © 
few instances where deemed pcssible, a small sum is charged, never exceediog © 
one shilling per pair, paid by instalments, but our priacipal aim is to find and 
supply absolutely destitute cas2s, and these receive our first attention. 

If some of our friends would pay a visit to 28, High Street, Wahitechap:l, 
any day during the distribution of boots, and witness the deplorable state of 
the poor children, many of whom, in this bitter weatuer, are absolutely without 
boots and stockings, I feel sure the sad sight would make their hearts bleed and 
open their purses. | ae

“RESETTLEMENT DAY,’ 

Sir —It is cratifying to know that “ Resettlement Day ” will again be com. 
memorated tnis year by the members of the Jewish Historical Society, The 
story of the readmission of Jews into England under the Protector is full. of 
moving incidents which the more one reflects upon them the greater one’s 
‘nterest in them grows. ‘'o think of the difficulties through which the first 
settlers had to fight their way ; how they were constrained for a time to die. 
semble their religion, worshipping in secret conclave behind bolts and bars; the 
exciting dangers to which their supposed Portuguese nationality exposed them 
‘n those warlike times ; their protracted negotiations with the Protector for the 
rights of denizenship; the gradual and grudging manner in which thev were 
granted ; the majestic figure of Manasseh ben Israel pleading with the Lord 

. il of State with all the energy of his enthusiastic, mystic _ 
nature for the repeal of the edict of banishment, and undertaking—* nous 
demeurerons toujours les tres affectionnes et obliges a prier Dieu pour la 
prospvrité de vosire Altesse et de vostre illustre et tres sage corsail”—all such 
incidents cannot but have a pathetic interest forus, Every Maglish Jew is the 
better for recalling them to memory.

It should not be forgotten that it is to Mr, Lucien Wolf we are indebted for 
having suggested this most appropriate celebration. But it 1s to be hoped that 
the commemoration will not always be confined to a single so-iety. As was 
suggested last year, the observance ought te be associated in some way with the 
synagogue, What could be more appropriate than that the day on which we 
secured privileges of settlemsat involving the libarty of pubic worship should 
be celebrated by an act of public worship | 
But in order that “ Resettlement Day ’’ may become the widespread institu- 
tion we are looking forward to, it isof importance that a date should be selected 
which will meet with general approval. February 4th, 1658, notwithstanding 
thatit has the authority of Mr. Wolf to recommend it, is not sucha date. The 
exact import of the ‘“seasonable benefaction ”’ which Cromwell granted to the 
“principle agent” of his “able and general intelligencers resident in England’ 
is debateable. While many students are inclined to question whether this 
“ benefaction’”’ hes reference to the “ tolerance” spoken of by Thomas Violet, it 
scems a pity that some date should not be selected which would be free from 
this objection of ambiguity. Failing more exact information than we possess at 
present, either November 13th or December 14th would appear to be preferable, 
It was on November 13th, 1655, that the Council of State reported in reply to 
Menasseh’s petition : “ That the Jewes deservinge it may be admitted into this 
nation to trade and tratiicke and dwel amongst us as providence shall give 
occasion.” It is strange that Mr. Wolf should fix ona different date, for in the 
lecture he delivered at Jews’ College in 1857, he was far from minimising the 
importance of thisreply. He then said: “ The effort of the decision was to 
legalise the existence ot Jews in England, so long as they made no parade of 
their religion. In this respect, it was a charter to the hitherto secret community 
which had gathered round Carvajal, as well as to the avowedly Jewish new 
comers :’ and again: ‘“ The fact is beyond dispute that the mere interpretation 
of the law which secured to the Jews the right of domicile in England was 
obtained in answer to the petition of Menasseh ben Israel.” 

Then, again, December 14th of the same year has claims which are not to 
be despised. The special commission of lawyers, divines, &¢, to whom Cromwell 
resubmitted the Jewish question, sat from December 4th to December 18:h, and 
it endorsed the decision of the Council. Now Evéiyn writes in his diary, under 
date December 14th: ‘“ Now were the Jews admitted,” so that we have his 
express authority for this date. I submit, then, that one of these two dates— 
preferaoly the first—is from all points of view more eligible than that to which 
Burton's statement has reference, The liberty of domicile granted on both 
these occasions was the starting-point of all subsequent privileges. We kaow 
from Mr, Wolf's researches that very few months elapsed before the Marranos, 
finding their position endangered, availed themselves of the reply to Menasseh’s 
petition, and made open and successful avowal of their Jewish faith. This was 


nearly two years before the date which the Jewish Historical Society 
celebrates as ‘‘ Resettlement Day,’’

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THE LATE LORD RANDOLPH OHUROHILU. 


The CHIEF Raps, preaching on Friday evening last, at the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, Manchester, referred to the death and career uf Lord 
Randolph Churchill. There was atragic pathos, he said, about this end. His life 
was rich with accomplishment, Lut richer far with promise. He had many years’ 
acquaintaneg with Lord Randolph. He learnt to admire the experience and 
gagacity of the young statesman when he started, some years ago. a sound 
and well-conceived project for helpiog the unemployed workmen in Paddington. 
Their own community in London still cherished with gratitude the memory of 
a remarkable speech delivered by the brilliant young statesman when he was in 
the zenith of his intellectual vigour and vitality, some ten years ago, at the 


anniversary festival held of their Jews’ Free School. Lord Randolph enlarged | 


on the great work performed by that institution, in which 3,000 children 
received under one roof the most advanced and enlightened instruction 
which could be given according to the most advanced and enlightened 


principles vf national elementary education. He foreshadowed what had since 


then become an accomplished fact when he spoke of the duty of the State to 
givea fuller aid, by more Jiberal expenditure, to all matters connected with 
national education. But what he specially remembered was bis tribute of 
admiration to the fact that the Jews of England were noted for their patriotic 
and national sentiments and action, and that they were cosmopolitan only in one 
thing—in the exercise of the most munificent charity. His life taught them to 
use the brief span of life which might be allotted to them, so that when the 
heavenly summons came they might be ready to exclaim, “ Ready, ay ready,” 
In the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue, at the conclusion of 


his sermon on Saturday, the Rev. S, SINGER made sympathetic reference to the 


death of Lord Raniolph Churchill. He had been the honoured representative 
ia Parliament of the district in which their synagogue and the homes of a large 
proportion of theic members were situated. In common with their fellow- 
citizens of all parties, they could not help feeling that. their country was 
distinctly poorer by the loss of a man of his strong .personality, distinguished 
gifts, and rare and refreshing independence of character. They knew that it was 
by the breath of criticism, and through the keen and searching breezes of debate 
that public Jife and institutions, and the administration of the affairs of a great 
country were kept pure and healthy. In that purifving and invigorating pro- 
cess, Lord Randolph had borne a prominent pirt. They were justly proud of 
him in South Paddington, but it was a sad commentary on the frailty of the 
most vaunted of earthly gifts, as well as upon the fallibility of human hopes, that 
admiration and applause should have so swiftly to give place to the deepest 
sympathy and commiseration. Jews had peculiar reason to Jament his early end. 
He was singularly free from all retigious narrowness and prejudice, and they 
might that day recall with gratitude a memorable occasion, when he paid a 
generous tribute to the natioral and patriotic feelings of the Jews of England, 
as well as the personal aid he rendered to the cause of their great Free School— 
the largest and the most successful of the voluntary schools of the country. 


‘There was one reminiscence revived by this lamentable event, which lent an 
additional element of sadness to their reflections. It brought again 


to their memories the loss they sustained a few years ago by 
the death of Lord Randolph Churchill’s first colleague in the repre- 
sentation of the sister constituency of North Paddington—Mr, Lionel Louis 
Cohen, a man whose solid parts and statesmanlike qualities gave him a unique 
position In bis own community, and for whom, had he been spared, a life of the 
most extensive usefulness to this country might have been confidently antici- 
pated, Upon botb, by a strange and mournful similarity otf fate, darkness fell 
in the very noontide of their lives. Might they, and all who stood sorrowing 
aud wondering in the presence of the great mystery of such untimely deaths, 
be comforted by the thought that ‘Sweet is the sleep of the labourer, 
whether he have enjoyed little or much.” 


THE ROTHSCHILD PICTURES. 


_ [FROM A OORRESPONDENT. | 


It has been resolved by the surviving members of the family that the 
famous picture gallery of tte late Baron Mayer Cail von Rothschild shall b? 
removed to England. This is naturally aecu:ce of great regret to the citizens 
of Frankfurt and to German citizens at large, who had hoped that this collection 
would remiin among them and perhaps become the property of the city. The 
removal of Jamnitzer’s masterpiece, ‘Der Tafelaufsatz” (Table Service) is a 
speciil grievance as it links itself intimately with the memory of the then Crown 
Prince, afterwards Emparor Frederick. On this subject the Leipsie Gazette 
writes as follows: “In the year, 1873, the Crown Prince, happened to be in 
Nitrenberg on military duty and during that visit he was shown Jamnitzer’s 
‘ Tafelautsatz’ by the curator of the Art Museum, Dr. Essenwein. The picture 
then belonged to the Niirenberg banker, Herr Merkel, The Crown Prince was 
greatly charmed with its beauties and expressed the hope that Germany would 
always remain its proud possessor, to which Herr Merkel remarked, that it should 
never pass out of his family. But the Prince was anxious about the matter and 
nally different members of the family pledged themselves with handclasps that 
should it ever come to a sale the Crown Prince should have the first offer. After 
soine years, the picture, having in the meantime passed through the possession of 
several members of the Merkel family, it was lodged by one of their number in 


the museum under the safe keeping of Dr. Essenwein, who had a special com- 


partment built for its preservation. ‘l'o everybody’s grief and astonishment it was 
oae day announced to the Directors that the Jamnitzer had been sold to a 
Frankfurt dealer for 800,000 marks (£40,000.). What about the pledge to the 
Crown Prince 2? He had been consulted by the family’s agent, but alis ! he could 


__ not afford to givesuch a sum as £40,000! and the agent, who we would understand 


was pocketing £10,000 for his part, was not inclined to accept less. So the 
bicture went to Frankfurt. But until recently we understood that Baron Mayer 
von Rothschild had assured Professor Luthmer that it and several other valuable 
pictures in his co'lection would never be taken away from the city. Now the 
Whole gallery will, without reserve, be sent to England.” | 


Unfortunately this removal has afforded another topic to some zealous: 


anti-Semites, The Frankfurter Zeitung, whilst deeply regretting the removal of 
the pictures and the consequent loss to the city, strongly resents the unfair use 
nade of the circumstance in the interests of bigotry. The Rothschild family 


are not the only picture collectors, who have sent pictures away from their native | 


land. To wit the Borgheses, the Sciarrar, the Brentanos, none of whom are 
Jews. ‘These noble houses,” says our contemporary, “have sold their pictures, 
whereas the Rothschild collection remains in the family, and we do not give up 
all Wope that the lost treasures may at soma future date be restored to the city, 
to¥ards which all the Rothschilds look as their ancest-al home.”

THE HOME SEORETARY ON ALIEN IMMIGRATION. 


_ For the second time within the short space of three weeks has Mr, Asquith 
struck a strong note in opposition to the demand for restricting Alien Immigra- 
tion put forward by advocates of Protection, widely differing in ordinary 
politics, On the first occasion it was a resolution of the Trade Union Congress 
that drew forth the Home Secretary's emphatic refusal to legislate in favour of 
restriction. This week it was the turn of the Conservative Party. Speaking 
on Wednesday at Newcastle, Mr, Asquith referred to a proposal of a Conservative 
Conference held in that city that County Councils and Town Councils might be 
importuned to provide funds for emigrating the unemployed, This suggestion 


afforded Mr. Asquith a peg for introducing the Alien Question. 


The Home Secretary said: This to my mind, is a .very signi- 
ficant proposal when you remember that it proceeds from a_ party, 
one of whose great grievances is the freedom with which wa permit 
Alien Immigration into this country.—(Cheers), I do not know, among this 
vast audience that I see before me—I do not know what your opinions 
or what the predominate opinion may be about Alien Immigration. 
But it is a question on which I should like, if you will allow me, 
in two sentences to state what I conceive to be the view of the 
Liberal Party and of sound statesmanship. There is no country in the world 
which has gained so much by the immigration of foreign’ labour as Great 
Britain, There are not a few of the industries which are most prosperous in 
this country, which have brought us the greatest profit, which have helped us to 
maintain our command of the markets of the world—there are not a few of 
these industries which we owe to the alien immigrants who by religious or by 
political persecution have been driven to find a refuge within our sbores.— 
(Loud cheers). Nor is there any population in the world which derives so much 
material benefit from free access to fields of leosur ia other countries beyond 
the seas.—(Hear, hear), When, therefore, we are told that the time is come— 
told, mind you, by persons and by the party which professes to maintain in its 
integrity the splendid tradition which has governed our policy in the past, 
when we are told that we are to revers3 that policy, that we are, for 
the first time in our history, to shut our gates to those who are seeking refuge 
in our hospitality, I say we ought to think once, twice, and thrice before we 
yield to these solicitations.—(Cheers), The amount ot what is called pauper 
labour—that is to say, which comes ultimately for support upon the rates—that 
is imported into this country is, relatively speaking, insignificant. 

By a curious coincidence, Sir Julian Goldsmid, also on Wednesday evening 
(probably at ihe same moment that Mr. Asquith was speaking) at the Con- 
ference of the Russo-Jewish Committee with its parent:bodies, contirmed Mr. 
Asquith’s contention that England owed some of its industries to alien im n- 

rants, by mentioning the trade in cheap but good clothing introduced into 
ondon by the Russian refugees. 


A JEWISH CONFERENCE. 


Preaching at the Hampstead Synagogue on Sabbath last, the Rev. A. A. 
GREEN urged the necessity of establishing a Jewish Conference or an English 
Jewish Congregational Union. Mr, Green remarked that it was not the first 
time he had made that plea and it would not be the last. Like Cato who had 
but one speech for the Roman people “ Carthage must be destroyed”’ so the 
modern Jew who wished to safeguard the dearest interests of: Judaism in this 
country bad but one recurrivg appeal— Establish a Conference.” If it were 
delayed much longer it would be created too late to save much that. is now 
slipping from us. Every phase of Jewish work would ba the better for it, 
every aspiration of Jewish ideals would bs the higher and nobler forit. Old 
traditions would have new interests, Judaism would b3 more digaified among 
the religions of the world and the Jew would have more standing as a religtonist 
but, above all it would.make it impossible that the Hebrew should tbhiak, a3 he 
does so often now, that he can outgrow the Hebrew mission to mankind Mr, 
Green referred to Dr. Wolff's recent address at the New W.st Ead Synagogue.

The CHAIRMAN, 1p reply, said that Mr. N.S. Joseph had expressed opinions 
with reference to the Russo-Jew'sh immigration, with which be did rot agree, 
His opinion was that the result of theimmuigration of Russian Jews had been to 
bring out the best qualifications of Euglish Jews, and not tended to lower them. 
He said that as a man who had been able, more or less, to judge of the facts from 
facts put before him, Having supplied the information asked for by Mr. Adler, 
the Chairman said that at all times the Conmittee would be glad to have duly 
considered any suggestions offered to them.

The Graschdania and the Vowoe Wremja announce that the Government is 
considering the idea of abolishing the taxes on meat and lights which are levied 
on the Jews. These papers, as is well known, are in the closest relations with

Nominally these Polish Jews enjoy,ia virtue of the Reform Act of 1832. the 
sime civil rights as their Orthodox fellow-subjacts, but, as a matter of fact, they 
have always been subject to many oppres-ive disabilities. Oaly ten parc:nt. of 
Jewish students are admitted to the male and famile gymnasia, and the same 
regulation applies to the alumni of the Warsaw Uuiversity. Tae Polish Jews 
are not allowed to acquire pausiat lands either by purchase or under lease. nor 
are they permitted tu dwell upon such holdings Economically, their general 
condition is no better than that of their corelizionists in other pirts of the 
Kmpire ; they are chiefly occupied as tradesman, sali dea'ers, artisans, labourers, 
«ec. Tne Hebrews of the Vistula provincas are (sivs the Vosetod) altozathera 
more ignorant and degraded class than the Russiin Jews proper, and they differ 
from the latter also, inasmuch as they ho!d taemse!ves entirely aloof from theic 
Orthodox neighbours. Io education and general intelligence thare are exzeantional 
sections to be found among the Chassidinm Jews in the goveramants of Wariw, 
Lublin and Radom. Tae Vistula Hebrews are not only, asa body, ignorant of the 
Russian language, but they possess a very imperfect kaowledze of Polish, their 
common veraacular being the jargon, known as Jiilischor Yiddish, Vane Voss)? 
adds tbat the Vistula Jews have inno wis2 improved their material, social,or moral 
status during the thirty-two years which have elaps3d sinc3 the proma!gitiou 
of the Jewish Reform Act of 1852. Tue leading Russo-Jewish organ is pot, 
however, quite accurate (siys the Odesst correspondent of the News) in 
saying that the Jews of the Vistula region have still no sare in the higher and 
more importan, branches of commerce and industry. Daring the iis: ten 
years more especially, they have rapidly assumed leading position in many staple 
industries. example, at Lodz—whi:th muy ba dessrived as the Russian 
Manchester—there were in 187/ only two woollen minufactories, one cot on 
mill, and seventeen small weaving shops in the bands of the Jews; in 18)2 there

THE ORIMEAN JiWS AND THE TSAR. 


The Jews inthe Crimea are about to present the Mimperor and E apres; 
of Russia with a Scroll of the Law, which is to bea veritable work of art. The 
case in which the scroll is to be enclosed measures eighteen inches in heigot and 
twelve in width. The inside is covered with white velvet, The top of the 
scroll bears the Imperial Crown artistically engraved ona silver w.th the initials, 
also on silver, of the T'sir. These initials, in larger type, are rep2ated on the 
inside of both folding doors of the case. The exterior is covered with red 
velvet, and is framed of eight angles of very fine and arcs‘iccat. The upper 
board of the cise, which 1s formed of the two folding doors, is adorned in the 
Ceutre with a star, and the name of the Lord in si!ver jetters.and higher upis the 
crest of the same metal of the Government of Taurida. Theu f3lloiv, in silver 
letters, the Ten Commandments in Hebrew, and on each side and is similar 
characters, is the text in Deuteronomy : “ And it shall be when he sitteth upon 
the tarone of his kingdom, that he shall write him a copy of this law. a 
that be may prolong his days ia his kingdom, he and his children, in the midst 
of Israel.” The translation of the text is given on the same sides in silver 
letters of the Church-Slavonic type. Finally, at the top and at foot of the cise 
is the inscription in silver letters: ‘‘ From the loyal subjects in the Governmant 
of T'aurida, January, 1895.” 

The gift was personally presented to the Tsar on Wednesday by a deputa- 
tion of Jews, who also handed his Imperial Maj<sty a cup and salt cellar of 
jade.

of the public had not been as extensive as the Committee of the Shelter desired, 
and therefore they had been compelled to draw upon the resources of the 
Russo-Jewish Committee to a greater extent than was desirable.

SincerR, on behalf of his colleagues on tha Russo- Jewish 
Committee, acknowledged their deep obligation to the Chairman. Ife saia that 
the presence in the chair of Sir Julian Goldsmid was of valuable assistance, not 
only in the character of the work, but in the expedition with which the work was 
done, and he ventured to think that there was no body in the Jewish com- 
munity representing any part of its interest which could in a given time get 
through so large and useful an amount of work as the Russo-Jewish Committee

It had been the means of preventing a 
constant scandal on every individual member of the community ; aud had kept 
out of public view all the weaknesses and sometimes tke failings of the Jews, 
It had been bis privilege to represent the Rusio-Jewish Committee on the 
Committee of the Shelter, and they owed a debt of gratitude to Mr. Hermann 
Landau, who had been, he might almoss say, the father of the Sheiter. Hedid 
not think that reference had beeu fully mide to the work of the members of 
the Visiting Committee. Their work could not be over-estimated, A new 
spirit anda healthy spirit had been breathed into the methods of treating the |

The Graschdania and the Nowoe Wremja announce that the Government is 
considering the idea of abolishing the taxes on meat and lights which are levied 
on the Jews. These papers; as is well known, are in the closest relations with 
the Government. 

he Senate has annulled an order of the Governor of Bassirabia declaring 
as illegal the purchase by two Jews of a wood which is situated at a distance of 
less than 59 versts from the frontier. The Senate bised its decision on the fac: 
that Jews are permitted to reside within that limit, 

Two foreign Jews, who on the strength of former regulations, were ordered 
to quit St. Petersburg, appealed against their expulsion direct to the Tsar. His 
Msjesty has given orders that they may remain, and, according t» the Posener 
Zvitug, he bas further directed that no Jew shall be expelled from St. Petersburg 
on account of his religion.

Tae Polish Jews 
are not allowed to acquire pausint lands either by purchase or under lease. nor 
are they permitted tu dwell upon such holdings Kconomicilly, their general 
condition is no better than that of their corelizionists in other pirts of the 
Empire ; they are chiefly occupied as tradesman, small dealers, artisaas, labourers, 
Tae Hebrews of the Vistula provincas are (sivs the altozathera 
more ignorant and degraded class than the Russiin Jews proper, and they differ 
from the latter also, inasmuch as they ho!d taemselves entirely aloof from their 
Orthodox neighbours. In education and general intelligence there are ex2antional 
sections to be found among the Caassidin Jews in the goveraments of Waraiw, 
Lublin and Radom. Tae Vistula Hebrews are not only, asa body, ignorant of the 
Russian language, but they possess a very imperfect kaowledzea of Polish, their 
common veraacular being the jargon, knownas Jiilischor Yiddish, The 
adds that the Vistula Jews have inno wise improved their material, social,or moral 
status during the thirty-two years which have elapsed siac3 the proma'gaitioa 
of the Jewish Reform Act of 1852.

THE RUSSIAN 


THe annual Conference of the Russo-Jewish Committee with the Board of 
Deputies and Anglo-Jewish Association was held on Wednesday evening, 
in more promising circumstances than have attended these gatherings 
since the Committee was formed. The work of relief is pursuing an efficient 
and fruitful course, immigration is decreasing, and the outlook in Russia 
wears, for the first time for many years, a hopeful complexiva. The Report 
of the Committee speaks only briefly and vaguely of the prospects of an 
amelioration of the condition of the Russian Jews, and Sir Jutian Gotpsmip, 
the Chairman, prudently guarded himself in his address against being more 
Specific. This, indeed, was only to have been expezted. In Russia, there 
are no such sure data for judging the drift of political developments as in 
countries where every public event is more or less governed by cognisable

_ public movements; and hence,no doubt, the Russo-Jewish Committee hesitates 


to pin its faith to the much talked-of New Era until more formal proofs of its 
existence have been forthcoming. None the less, it is certain that the 


situation in the Pale of Settlement has been very sensibly 
improved of late. This, as we recently explained, is quite 
possible without any change in the existing legislation. As a 


inatter of fact, it has been effected by the issue of private 
circulars instructing the loval authorities to mitigate the severity of the 
application of the exceptional laws.

The Report of the Russo-Jewish Committee for the past year might be 
very profitably studied in Russia at the present moment. If anything could 
strengthen the hands of those who are urging that a substantial beginning 
should be made with the work of transforming the Russian Jews into 
Russian citizens, it would be this valuable document. One of the evils of 
the persecution to which Russian writers are now tardily awaking is that for the 
most part the better kind of Jews emigrate, while the halt and the lame, the 
lazy and the vicious remain behind. Those who have money, character or 
physical strength hasten abroad in quest of freedom and a fair field for their 
industry and enterprise, while the beggars, the cripples and the rogues stay 
at home to aggravate the misery of the Ghetto. The Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee, in conjunction with the Board of Guardians, deals with a class of 
immigrants midway between these two extremes, that is to say, a class which 
cannot get on withont assistance, but which, at the same time, is not irre- 
claimable, The success of the work with these immigrants is truly marvellous. 
Not only are the shiftless fugitives taught trades, but they are civilised 
and to an appreciable extent Anglicised. The report even pays a tribute to 
their scrupulous honesty in money matters, a virtue which Russians would 
be slow to attribute to them. Of course this is not accomplished without a 
vreat deal of labour, intelligence, and solicitude. No effort is spared to 
make the ragged refugee from //ulb-Asien a decent, self-supporting, and 
respected member of society. The immigrants are sifced over and over 
again, and only the hopelessly incapable cases are returned to Russia. But 
what does this mean? It means that the more this sifting process goes on 
‘the greater will be the difficulty of the Russian Government when it takes 
the Jewish problem into its own hands for solution. Not only is the 
strength and industry leaving the Pale of Settlement, but the residue which 
is to pgoduce the next generation, and which, if the anthropologists are right, 
will reproduce all its evil qualities, tends from year to year towards a more 
intense form of irreclaimability. The slow process of demoralisation set in 
motion by persecution is being vastly quickened through the present 
organised emigration ; and the Jewish problem which at this rate will confront 
Russian statesmen in a couple of generations, will, if no resolute efforts be 
‘made to grapple with it now, be indescribably appalling. 

On the other hand, why cannot the Russian Government keep within its own 
borders the ductile material which in England, North America and Argentina 
is being turned to such excellent account? Surely if the Russian Jew can 
be Anglicised he can much more easily be Russified. If he can be industrious 
and honest in a foreign land he should find it easier to display the same 
qualities in the land he knows best. The work of bodies like the Russc- 
Jewish Committee is an object lesson for the advisers of the Czas. It 
shows that there is nothing to be feared from a generous measure of eman- 
cipation, especially if it is accompanied by a wise scheme of decentralisation,

meeting of the Governors was held at the Westminster Joye 
Place, Oxford Street, on Sunday last. Mr, Louis 
DavipsoN, the President, occupied the chair .. 
~The balance-sheet showed an income of £2,07 , and included the following 
items: subscriptions, £176 ; dividends, £263; government grants, £801; and 
donations resulting from public appeal, £580. The expenditure was £2,253, 


the principal item of which was £1,446 salaries. 


2ESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet 
condition of the Schoo!, if not satisfactory, wag legg 
unsatisfactory than in recent years. The result of the appeal was to a cartain 
degree encouraging, but it would have been impossible in the past year and its 
immediate predecessors to make both ends meet were it not that legacies 
amounting to nearly £1,000 had been merged into the general fund instead of 
being invested. The amount required from the Public every year, beyond the 
reliable income, was about £900, and no one who was not concerned in the 
administration of schools knew how much worry and anxiety attached to the 
managers in their efforts both to keep up the prestige of the Lastitution and to 
fnd the wherewithal for this purpose. He much appreciated the generosity of 
a few friends who always gave, but the appeals which he had so frequently to 
‘csue should not be responded to out of personal consideration for 


himself. The time had now come when the Jewisi community should 
plainty say whether its denominational schools should continue or 
not, In the latter case fresh burdens would be thrown on the 


ratepayers; but if the drift of public opinion in the community wai ia 

favour of their continued existence, then the community should do its duty and 

contribute the necessary sums for their maintenance, A s‘rong argument in’ 
favour of the Jewish denominational schools wss to be found in an opinion 

expressed by so emiment an authority as the late Matthew Arnold, that the 

mental status of Jewish children was much improved by their having to learn 
Hebrew. Tbe work of the Westminster Jews’ Free School continued to be most 

gratifying. Ina letter which the Rev. Mr. Sharpe, Chief Laspector of Schools, 
had lately written he had expressed himself in the warmest terns on the high 

standard maintained, and he added the hope tbat he might fora few years 
longer be of service to that excellent school. ‘The institution was greatly 
indebted to the liberality of Mr. Claude Montefiore, the Vice-President, who 
had paid the expenses of structural alterations in the Boys’ Department, which 
were of the greatest advantage. Valuable work was also done by the Ladies’ 
Committee, and Mr. J. Woolt and Miss Hertzon, the Head Master and Head 
Mistress, and the entire staff continued to perform their arduous labours with 
their usual efficiency. It was a matter forregret, however, that Miss Israel, who 
had carried on her duties in a most painstaking manner tor forty-one years, had 
been incapacitated by illness from further work. | 3

Lhe Death of Moses, an Oratorio, by the Rev. Marcus Hast. 
Un the Continent, it has become quite the rule for each Chazan of eminence 
to publish to the world his contribution to the music of the Synagogue. Even in 
England, where the technical equipment of the musician is to so much less 
significant a degree expected to be in the possession of a Cantor, not a few 
interesting synagogal compositions have come to see the light from such a 
source. But if we mistake not, tne popular Chazan of the Great Synagogue is 
the first of his profession who has not remained satisfied with enriching our store 
of worship-music, but has appealed also to the sympathies of the musical world 
outside the community. Of course it would scarcely be expected that in the 
interesting work before us there should be displayed all the resources at the 
disposal of those who have made the language of musical expression the study 
of a life-time. Some of these resources of the highly-trained writer, especially 
those of a formal kind, are in this work but. rarely employed, But 
having said this, we are free to point out the beauty and impressiveness of many 
of Mr. Hast’s numbers. His text is based on the Biblical and Midrashic account 
of the last year of the life of Moses, and is characterised by all the peculiarly 
Jewish tone that would be expected from the writer of it. Yet the Jewish tone 
is curiously infrequent in the music. This shows great self-denial, but is to be 
regreticd when exercised by so distinguished an exponent of characteristic 
Hebrew melody. The choruses partake largely of the studied simplicity of 
The progressions are almost equally simple, the accompaniment, 
however, providing contrast and variety. But among noticeable exceptions are 
two well developed and effective choruses for male voices, in which Mr. Hast has 
been very happy. The recitatives cccasionally fail to rise to the high-strung 
emot:on of the text ; bat perhaps this is partly intentional, since among the set 
airs which follow them are several that will well repay thesinger. We especially 
admire the tenor airs for Joshua, and the bass for Moses, which are to some 
degree more melodious than those for soprano (the Heavenly Voice) and mezzo 
soprano (Zipporah). The musical interest largely centres in the second part of 
tue work, the gems of tue Uratorio being, to take them in their order, the bass 
air’ Do not deprive the workman of his wage,’ the tenor air “From Thee, O 
Lord,” the chorus * He goeth alas,” the orchestral introduction to Part ITT. 
(which, if we remember right'y, has been played at one of the special services at 
the Great Synagogue), and the chorus * Oh help us,” which is best of all. The 
pisnoforte score, a volume of 168 quarta pages, which lies before us, is not free 
from misprintey. But no doubt these will be corrected before public performance, 
f which we are glad to hear there is some prospect, a former cantata of Mr. 
Hast’s having been very successfully performed in two northern cities. It is of 
course to be regretted that there does not exist within our own community a 
section interested in choral work sutliciently strong to secure the adequate pro- 
duction of the work of a Chazan musicianly enough and courageous enough to 
enter upon the higher flights of sacred composition. As a summing up, we 
would say that if a few numbers do not altogether so respond to modern require- 
ments as to merit being included io a future edition, there Is yet a mass of 
interesting music in this ambitious work that will go far towards rendering its 
public performance the success which tlre intelligence and industry of its com- 
poser so distinctly merit. |

M. Zadoc Kahn is about to collect and publish in asingle volume all his funeral 
addresses, “Though the subject is doleful, the book will doubtless be stimulating. 

That a good thing may be ungraciously done is proved by Dr, A. Kaminka’s 
latest. He prints the first part of Solomon Bonfed’s Divan, which isgood. He 
writes with some contempt of Graetz and with pas-ing sneers at the work of 
societies and nations, which is rather bad. ‘The worst of it is, his own edition is 
far indeed from perfect. No one nowadays should print Hebrew poems 
unpointed and untranslated. As Dr. Kaminka was writing for a Hebrew 
periodical (.Mimisrach Uimimaarar, Vienna, Part 2) the latter omission is justifi- 
able; not so the omis:ion of vowel points, Nor are Bonfed’s vetses of much 
poetical merit. Indeed, they only need translating to display their poverty. 
Others before Dr. Kaminka read the Oxford MS., but the “ poems”’ did not 
seem to them worth printing. The fact is becoming clearer that the Hebrew 
poems which have been forgotten have, on the whole, deserved their fate, 
Strange, but true, isit that few recently recovered liturgical piyutim are of very 
high poetical merit. Dr, Kaminka’s publication, however, has some historical 
value for the story of the Jews in Spain. : 


Thanks to the tolerance of the unspeakable Turk, readers will find the 
VYuarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fund for January the most 
interesting that has appeared for many a year. ‘The most remarkable item is 
Dr, Bbss’s report on the fresh excavations at Jerusalem, rendered possible by 
the Sultan’s Government.

So 
far it had cost about £1,500, of wnich £400 had been collected, The number of 
pupils was now over 300, among whom were about 10 orphans. The subjects of 
instruction ranged from reading to translation of Bible and Mishnah, The Talmud 
Torah worked harmoniously with the Jews’ School, It was a source of gratification 
to him to have the privilege of presenting tre key to Sir Samuel, whom ne now 
asked, in biblical phrase, “Open the gates of the Talmud Torah.” The usual 
Psalms, appropriate to decication services, were sung by Rev, J. Matz, to music 
specialiy composed by him for the occasion, and with organ accompaniment were 
very effective, 

The CHIEF RAbBi said the ceremony in which they were now engaved was not, 
strictly speaking, the inauguration of these Talmud Torah schools, for the building, 
he understood, had already been used for some little time, This was rather a 
service of thanksgivi: ¢ to God that He had prospered the undertaking so far, No 
duty was incul-ated by their holy faith with greater emphasis than that t» the 
fulfilment of which this house had been dedicated. It must bea source of genuine 
satisfaction to them tnat they hai sneceeded in overcoming the many difficulties 
that stood in- their way, and that they had been able to establish their Talmud 
Torah school in this commodious building, He regretted to learn, however, that 
they had not yet succeeded in raising the whole of the funds r<quired to pay for 
the building, He earnestly hoped that they would soon succeed in clearing off 
this burden. The question mignt be asked—Did a real necessity exist for the 
establishment of this institution? Was not. instruction in Hebrew and religion 
imparted at the free school? He bore grateful and williny testimony to the 
excellence of the great school in Derby Street, From the reports of the examiner 
and his own observation, he was able to testif y that the religious teaching attained 
a high standard, and it was the only school in the United Kingdom iin which the 

Rabbi's syllabus last iseued was not of a suffi-

PROPOSED UNITED SYNAGOGUE IN MANCHESTER. 


On Monday the Chief Rabbi completed his round of engagements in connection 
with his visit to Manchester, In the morning, in company with Mr, Louis Glass, 
he visited the Jews’ Schools, Derby Street, Cheetham, over which he was conducted — 
by Mr. Harris, the Headmaster, | 

La er a public meeting was he!din the Assembly Rooms, Ramecate Street Bury 
New Road, in fortherance of the prepoved Higner Broughton Synsgogue ‘to be 
united with the Manchester Hebrew Congregation. Mr, L. GLass, President of the 
Manchester Hebrew Congregation, occupied the chair, The Chairman expliined 
the object of the meeting, and said that the Manchester Hebrew Congregation had 
always been in f avour of all forward measures, whether philanthropic, ecucational, 
or religious, and if it should be decided to erect this new synagogue he had no doubt 
that the Congregation would lend it good support, There were already several 
small synagogues in that district, and if this new oneavere erected it would be built 
at a distance of from 40 to 45 minutes’ walk from any existing synagegue, He 
hoped that in the near future they would see a union of all the s¥nagogues in this 
city—(app/aase)—on the basis of that in London over which Dr, Adler had the 
control, | 

The CHIEF RABBI, having acknowledged the warmth of his reception in 
Manchester, said there was no doubt that the formation of a United Synagogue 
would lead to the welfare of the Jewish p-oplein Manches‘er. They would easily 
obtain particulars how the Lonion United Synagogue was worked, but he 
might say that the incomes of the London Synagogues were paid into one common 
chast, that there was a payment for w hat he might term communal purposes, besides 
the ordinary payment of the seatholders, and there was a Council, on which syna- 
gogues were represented according to the number of their members, and for 
other reasons, His frieni Sir Samuel Montayu had advised them to have a 
Federation instead of a Union,—(Hear, beir). But it must be remembered that the 
Federation which had been established retained its strength solely on account of the 
personal influence of Sir Samuel Montagu, and it was not so with the Union. 
Therefore it seemed to him that an enormous deal could be said for a Union rather 
than a Federation. Dealing with the establishment of the propo:ed new synagogue, 
he pointed out that that meant something more than setting up a place to worship 
in. It meant the setting up a place which should become a centre of charitable, 
religious and educational effort; it should b2 a centre of new life and energy in all 
that was noble and good.—( Hear, hear). To the people who had built the Ship 
Canul and had made Lancashire what it was nothing shvuid be impossible, and he 
trusted that the members of the faith in this city wou!d rise to a sense of their 
responsibilities in this great matter.—(Applause). | 

Mr, PHILIP HART said that if Judaism, that ancient religion of which they 
were so proud, was to flourish in Broughton they must establish a synagogte there.

exceeding 34, One characteristic of the society 1s that in no instance does it refuse 
relief to a stranger applying for food or shelter, The mode of relict is that each 
recipient receives six meals and two nights’ shelter at the home, 23, Moon Street, 
Liverpool. A recent report drawn up by the society states: ‘Tne calls upon the 
funds of the societv have been so heavy during the year, that, were it not for the 
energies of the Executive, both laboriously and financially, they could not have 
carried out the noble work in s9 satisfactory a manner. The Executive regret to say 
that they have not been receiving the support from the Liverpool Jewish com- 
munity they are entitled to; the exp2nditure is nearly double the am unt received 
by subscription, and whenever a deficit occurred, the Committee and a few members 
were obliged to come forward with additional support,”
